CHAPTER 96.

AN ACT to amend subsection (1) and to create subsection (10)
of section 98.12 of the statutes, relating to soda water
beverages.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioNn 1. Subsection (1) of section 98.12 of the statutes is
amended to read: (98.12) (1) * * * No person, firm or
corporation shall engage in the business of manufacturing or
bottling any soda water beverages or of selling such beverage in
this state without first obtaining a license therefor from the
commissioner as hereinafter provided. Such license shall be
granted under such reasonable rules and regulations as the com-
missioner may from time to time prescribe pertaining to the
proper handling and storing of such beverages and the construc-
tion and sanitary condition of buildings and to the proper clean-
ing and sterilizing of all machinery, bottles or other containers
used in or about the factory or premises and all containers in
which the product is sold and he may preseribe such standards
of purity for all ingredients used in the manufacture of such
beverages as will insure a pure and unadulterated product.

SEcTioN 2. A new subsection is added to section 98.12 of the
statutes to be numbered and to read: (98.12) (10) No license
under section 165.31 shall be necessary for any person, firm or
corporation licensed under this section to manufacture or deal
in soda water beverages, but the premises used for such business
shall be subject to search at any reasonable time without war-
rant by the prohibition commissioner, his deputies and any peace
officer.

SectioNn 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation. :
